temper, good nature, sociabloness, and the 
like, make poople pleasant ; but all this ia 
distlnot from. that pattioular felicity and 
bonignity. of nature through which somo 
jaopts please universally ; so that, by 
general consent, mon of all tastes and cone 
ditions fall. upon the same epithet as a com- 
prehensive, motiolyine definition, ‘ 

Beforo all things the ploasant man is nat 
hampered by vanity and love of display, 
any more than by nervous fear and bash- 
fulness, He probably sees himself aud 
overything about him at its best; but this
